Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The listing of references in tine specification is not a proper information disclosure 
statement.

3. Claim 19 is objected to because of the following informalities: in lines 2 and 3, 
-the- should be inserted before "shaft" and "roll shell" respectively; and in line 4, 
"comprise" should read -comprises-. Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 20-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 20-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite in that they fail to point out what is included or excluded by the claims 
language since all those claims depend from canceled claim 1 . These claims are 
omnibus type claims. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claim 19 Is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Schiel (US 
Patent 5,286,245). 

Schiel discloses a controlled deflection roll having a rotatable roll shell 1 which is 
penetrated by a stationary shaft 2 (col. 5, lines 6-7), a hydraulic bearing arrangement 
between the shaft and the roll shell, which is formed by individual hydrostatic bearing 
elements 8 arranged axially beside one another (conventional in the art), which each 
comprises a radially movable force element having an outer bearing pocket element, 
the outer bearing pocket element having a cylindrical outer bearing surface supporting 
the cylindrical roll shell hydrostatically on an inner shell circumferential line (fig. 1), and 
having an edge bearing unit provided at each end of the roll shell (col. 5, lines 7-9), the 
outer bearing pocket element in each case being mounted hydrostatically on a spherical 
inner bearing surface (surface of circular pivot pin 7) running concentrically with respect 
to the inner circumferential line of the roll shell (col. 5, lines 15-17 and figure 1).
